1500 HOGS EVERY WEEA 


Two Pigs in Five Minutee—Results of 
Mixed Farmine Are Already 
Manifest 


The Vermilion “Standard” recently 
quoted some remarkab‘e statistics 
with respect to the hog raising and 
pork packing industries in the neigu- 
borhood of Edmonton, One of the 
largest packers in North Edmonton, 
according to this paper, sends hogs 
uy) the slaughter caute at the rate 
of two pigs every tive minutes. This 
ig a recent record, and if kept up will 
mean that 1,500 hoge per week are 
slaughtered in this one plant at North 
Edmonton alone. The pork packing 
industry is really a manufacturing in- 
dustry, The live hog goes in at the 
t . storey, and is transformed on the 
different floors into various forms of 
packed products, and is finally ship- 
ped out as bacon, ham, sausage, etc., 
in refrigerator cars, motor trucks or 
wagons for transportation 
Canada. 

Recently the big home markets in 
Bastern Canada and the markets 
across the Atlantic have received 
hog products from \\Vc stern Canada, 
The two pigs kilicd every five min- 
utes cost $15 each, so that for every 
minute's work in the packing plant 
some farmer in Western Canada is 
being paid $6.00. If this rate was kept 
up the year round {it would, accord- 
ing to the Vermilion “Standard” mean 
that $7,000,000 was paid out for hog 
supplies by this one plant. A few 
figures such as these prove beyond 
a@ doubt the value of the mixed furm- 
{ng development to both the farmer 
and city dweller.

Mustard in Ancient Times 

Mustard is one of the most ancient 
of medicines. Pythagoras, who flour- 
ished between 500 and 600 years be- 
fore Christ, mentions it. Hippocrates, 
who was born in 460 B.C., employed 
it. Pliny the elder. writing in 77 A.D., 
describes three different kinds of 
mustard and says the seeds were im- 
ported to Italy from Egypt originally. 

The Romans used it as a stimulant 
after a cold bath. They mixed mus- 
tard oil and olive oil in equal parts 
and used this as liniment for stiffness 
of the muscles. They knew the vir- 
tues of mustard poultices and of mus-

gar and applied it to the wound. 

They also.made a drink out of it, 
fermenting the seed in a flery spirit. 
The liquor thus produced they called 
mustum ardens, which means burning 
wine. The word mustard is probably 
derived from this.

The department of the interior is 
recruiting the staff of its forest pro- 
ducts laboratories, recently establish- 


ed in connection with the forestry 
branch with skilled mechanical and 
chemical engineers and by constant 


experimentation it fs hoped to find a 


commerci.l use use for these — pro- 
ducts. 

Already a good start hag — been 
made. The laboratories, which are 
operated in connection with MeGi'l 


unlversity, contain the most complete 
equipment on ihe continent for mak- 
ing timber tests. It is planned to sub- 
mit each Canadian wood to over a 
thousand tests in order to establish 
as complete tables ef the mechani- 
cal properties of these woods as now! 
exist for steel and concrete. When} 
these tests are published, as accur- 
ate information as can be obtained 
will be at bend with regaid to such 
questions, for instance, as to how 
great a weight a Wooden column of a 
particular species will stand without 
risk of breaking, how great a burden 
cun be carried by a beam of a cer- 
tain species of wood of given dimen- 
sions, and other similar questions. 

Timber has often been shunned as 
a structural material because no re- 
liable figures regarding its strength} 
Were aavilable, an’ when complete 
tests have been made it is regarded 
as certain that a demand will be 
created for some of Cunada's tree 
specics which are now left in the 
woods as valueless. 

The foresity branch of the dé@part- 
ment of the interior, Ottawa, of 
which these laboratories are one de- 
velopment, hag recently issued a cir- 
cular describing the various .lines of 
investigation to be followed at these 
laboratories. Not the least import- 
ant will be to develop chemical meth- 
ods for utlizing minor weod way’ 
and another circular written by the 
engineer in charge of talp work deals, 
with the general aspects of the sub- 


ject. A large percentage of the smal! 
size waste wood can be utilized by 
the process known as “destructive 
distillation.” but the machinery em- 


ployed in this proce&s-is not very ef- 
ficient. The manufacturer of ethyl! al-

The 
thrilling pictures were to be had, at 
the front of the battle line; s0, to get 
into closer touch with events, Mr. 
Wille fought a8 a Boer soldier. Six

—one by & bayonet thrust, another 
by a blow from a musket butt, and 
the others when, in charging on 
horseback, he was thrown headlong 
on his face. On four occasions he 
was shot. Once he lay, unconscious 
on a battlefield for sixteen hours. Fer 

* fourteen weeks be was carried about 
in a Boer ambulance. He lost eighty- 
iwo pounds in weight. But all the 
time when possible, he was taking 
or developing photographs. 

The camera men, sighing like Alex- 
ander, for more worlds to conquer 
have turned their attention to the 
jungle. Mr. C. G. Schillings, the Ger- 
man #tientist, is celebrated among 
animal photographers. He was once 
charged by a herd of twenty-five ele- 
phants. He managed to kill the lead- 
ing animal, and so turned the herd. 
Had they continued their charge no- 
thing could have saved him. On an- 
other occasion Mr. Schillings was 
swamped in an African river, close 
to a pool frequented by alligators. is 
comrades on the bank at once opened 
fire on the alligators, while others 
formed a human chain and drew him 
ashore. On still another occasion two 
rhinoceroses scented Mr. Schilling 
while he was taking thei picture. 
They charged together. Mr. Schill- 
ings grabbed a gun and dropped both 
rhinuceroses, but they were up again 
and after him with astonishing agil- 
ity. He dodged beliind a thorn bush, 
but one animal went each way. The 
photographer was caught between 
them. Just as they were on him they 
collapsed. 

During an international yacht race 
he once tried to get a head-on pic- 
ture of the Valkyrie. The big yacht 
completely shut off the wind from 
hia little twenty-foot sloop, and there 
he Was becalmed under the very 
prow of the on-rushing racer. He 
was capsized, and barely escaped 
with his life. On another occasicn 
lis boat was crushed by the impact 
of a diver whose armour had been;

Standard of Empire Says Objections 
Founded on Old Fear of Court 
at Ottawa 

The Standard of Empire, comment- 
ing on objetcions which have been 
raised in Canada against the appoint-! 
ment of Prince Alexander of Teck, as 
governor-general, to succeed the 
Duke of Connaught, says: 

“It seems to us that the ground of 
firticism is the old fear that an at- 
tempt might be made to establish a 
court at Ottawa and found a royal 
house of Canada. There is no reason 
to suppose that the Prince and Prin- 
cess Aleaxndey will be desirous of 
making alterations in the established 
order of things. 

“Those who have considered the 
matter carefully will agree that it is 
of vital importance to an imperial 
understanding that the office of gov- 
eraor-general in the great dominions 
shou'd bo regarded in the same light 
as the crown itself, above party poli- 
tics. It is to the advantage of all that 
the occupants of vice-regal positions 
should be chosen so far as possible 
from among those who have not been 
closely identified with any party. 

“The few jarring notes which have 
been struck refer, of course, to the! 
principle, based on misconception, we} 
think, and not to the new governor- | 
general and his wife as individuals. 
But their reception in Canada will be 
warmer for the fact that the question 
has been raised at all.”

INTERNATIONAL POSTAL 
RATES TO BE LOWERE 


GENERAL RATE OF THREE 
CENTS FOR LETTER POSTAGE 
TO BE ESTABLISHED 


Union to be Held in September to 
Adopt the New Rate, According to 
Present Plans. 

The London Standard declares the 
triennial conference of the postal 
union in September next will estab- 
lish an international rate of three 
cents for letter postage. Some of the 
nations advocate the adoption of 
world penny postage, but the major- 
ity favor the three cents comprom- 
ise. 

Thanks to the carnest advocacy of 
Sir John Henniker Heaton, penny 
postal exists throughout the British 
empire, and there is penny postage 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, but the letter rate between 
Britain and France remains at five 
cents. 

King George is asserted to be a 
convinced adherent of world penny 
postage, and is said to have been 
grievously disappointed that he was 
not able, when he recently visited 
France. to announce that penny post- 
age had been adopted and a new link 
formed in the entente cordiale. 

Sir John Henniker Heaton insist- 
ently urged the British postgnaster- 
genera] to adopt the Anglo-French 
penny postage early enough to enable 
the king to make the announcement 


; when in Paris, but Mr. Hobhouse, the 


present postmaster-general, deferred 
his decision until the postal . union 
conference. 

Australia {is known to favor penny 
postage, but the majority of coun- 
tries have decided upon the three 
cent rate commencing in 1915. Sir 
John Henniker Heaton, who is the 
accredited representative of the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth to the postal 
union conference, declines to attend 
in view of the impossibility of coun- 
teracting the opposition of official re- 
presentatives of other governmenis. 

He recalls that prior to the adop- 
tion of the Anglo-American penny 
postage, he furnished guarantees by 
Andrew Carnegie and John Wana- 
maker against loss, but these were 
returned by the British government. 
He adds that he has now furnished 
guarantees against loss by world pen- 
ny postage from “gentlemen whose 
financial stability is recognized in 
every country in Europe.” The gov- 
ernment has, however, again return- 
ed the guarantee but refused the pen- 
ly post.

Man-Eating Fish of the Brazils 

Theodore Roosevelt, in an article 
entitled “A Hunter-Naturalist in the 
Brazilian Wilderness,” in Scribner's 
magazine, tells us of the deadly pir- 
anbas, the fish-cannibals. They do 
not, however, eat their own kind, 
when they can obtain the flesh of 
men. 

When dead piranhas, and even 
when mortally injured piranhas, with 
tRe blood flowing. were thrown in 
among the ravenous living, they 
were left unmolested. Moreover, 
splashing and a commotion in the 
water atiracted the .piranhas, where- 
as they rarely attacked anything 
that was motionless unless it was 
bloody. Dead birds and mammals. 
thrown whole and unskinned into 
the water were permitted to float off 
unmolested, whereas the skinned 
carcass of a good-sized monkey was 
at once seized, pulled under the water 
and completely devoured by the 
blood-crazy fish. 

One:of the party who had dropped 
something of value waded in after it 
to above the knees, but went very 
slowly and quietly, avoiding every 
possibility of disturbance, and not 
ventuging io put his hands into the 
water. But nobody could bathe, and 
even the slightest disturbance in the 
water, such as that made by scrub- 
bing the hands vigorously with soap, 
immediately attracted the attention 
of the savage little creatures, who 
darted to the place, evidently hoping 
to find some animal in difficulties. 

Once, while some Indians were at- 
tempting to launch a boat, and were 
making a great commotion jn the 
water. a piranha attacked a naked 
Indian who belonged to the party 
and mulitated him as he struggled 
and splashed, waist-deep in the 
stream. Men not making a splashing 
and struggling are rarely attacked; 
but if one is attacked by any chance, 
the blood in the water maddens 
the piranhas, and they assail. the 
man with frightful ferocity.

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Cantda and the young 
governor-general—he wag then only 
thirty-three—entered upon his tern’ 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly prepossessed in his» favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governor-gener- 
al of the greatest skill and tact. 
Succeeding a man of the ability -dnd 
eloquence of Lord Dufferin, his task 
was one of difficulty but*he accom- 
plished it with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. * 

During his occuption © of ‘Rideaw, 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con+ 
sort won thoroughly the esteem ang 
affection of all classes of the .Can¥ 
adian people. The gracious and digni: 
fied presence of the Princess Louise 
went far to bring success to the five 
happy years they spent in the Do: 
minion. 

While yovernor-general, the Mar, 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion of literae 
ture and science within the Domin- 
ion, and in conjunction with the Prin- 
cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. : i; 

The Duke remained a_ devoted 
friend of Canada ail his life, and in, 
many ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. ‘To Can-" 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex- 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
British people leaving the old home 
could find* no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con- 
nectlon with emigration it is inter’ 
esting to note that it was due to him 
that information on this subject is to 
be obtained at every post office if the 
United Kingdom. It was some time 
before he could induce the British 
government to take the matter up.

The duties of 
the commissicn, the appointment of 
which was approved by the provincial 
legislature at the recent session, are 
defined as follows: To report on the 
task of shaping and executing a sys- 
tematic plan for securing all such 
books, documents, maps, journals, let- 
ters, etc, relating to the early history 
of the province; the best method to 
be adopted to arrange and render ac- 
cessible those original sources from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can he 
granted; and on what classes of dccu- 
‘ments might, to the adventage of bis- 
torical students, be copied from the 
deposits in the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa, The 
commission is further directed to es- 
certain the nature and extent of the 
materials for local history’ that may 
still! exist in Manitoba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and as 
to what steps should be taken to pre+ 
serve them from destruction.—~Free _
